Afraid to Remain on Shore, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 15.—A telegram just received Irom Vladivos- 


tok says the -whole town and the port are now ablaze. The greater part of 
the place has already been consumed. 


The situation today is desperate. The mobs are in practical control of 


the town and the looting which has marked the progress of the outbreak 
continues unabated. The rioters likewise continue to fire the buildings and 
the flames are spreading rapidly. To make the situation worse the food 
supply is growing short and famine Ih reatens the city. The vessels in the 
harbor are crowded with the refugees who are afraid to remain on shore. 
During the first day of the rioting 300 rioters, mostly sailors and artil- 
lerymen, were killed or wounded. As yet, however, individual citizens have 
not been molested. 


The riot was started by malcontent reservists. They started the trou- 


ble by looting a bazaar. The irresolution of the authorities who failed to 
take vigorous measures to put an end to the outbreak, vas responsible for 
the spread of the disorder. Seeing they were not. interfered with in the first 
attack, the rioters broke into other shops. All business houses in the 
commercial section were entered and plundered. The rioters soon became 
drunk and then, resorted to all forms of violence, 
apparently being 
in- 


spired by but one motive, to do all the damage that lay within their 
power.

William Garrison, aged 62, a helper 


at the P. Smith Sons* lumber yard, 
was instantly killed at

Wednesday, near the Third street rail- 
road crossing. 
He was struck by a 


Panhandle freight train. 


Mr. Garrison, who has been em- 


ployed as a helper at the lumber yard 
'or the past few days, had just left a 
umber car which was standing on a 
switch on one of the south tracks be- 
ween Second and Third streets. He 
lad started for dinner, to his board- 
ng placp on South Fourth street, just 
north of the canal, and had in 
his 


arms a bundle of kindlings. Persons 
who witnessed the accident say that 
Garrison was crossing the tracks to- 
ward Third street and that two trains 
vere nearing the crossing. One train 
vas going west and the other, the one 
•which struck the unfortunate man, 
vas east bound Panhandle local num- 
ber 8098. in charge of Engineer Fred 
'.runner and Conductor George Beck. 
t is supposed that Mr. Garrison, 
vatching the west bound train ap- 
roaeh, became confused and kept on 
he track. 


He was struck at a point about 


wcnty feeet from 
the Third street 


xossing and the body "was dragged 
'or about sixty feet before the train, 
could be-stopped. The body was al- 
most severed at the waist.
